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ROOSEVELT TO PUT 
NEW TANES ANY 
UP TO CONGRESS 


Will Recommend No Spe- 
cific Mode but Will Point 
Out Means of Raising 
Levies If Required. 


MESSAGE IN PERSON 
NEXT WEDNESDAY 


One on Budget Scheduled 
to Go to Capitol Thurs- 
day but Reading May Be 
Delayed.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Re- 
gponsibility for raising additional 
taxes to meet expenditures beyond 
the White House budget estimate 
will be put squarely on the shoul- 
ders of Congress. 

This became evident today when 
President Roosevelt told reporters 
that he would recommend no spe- 
eific modes of taxation in his an- 
nual message to Congress but would 
point out various ways additional 
revenue could be raised if required. 
Congress, he said, would determine 
what taxes would be raised. 

He made known his views when 
asked if he would ask Congress to 
enact the “certificate plan” devised 
by Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
to pay farm subsidies. He replied 
that he would not specifically rec- 
ommend this or any other specific 
form of taxation. 

The President said that he had 
reached a total estimate for expen- 
ditures for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1 but declined to divulge it. He 
added, however, that it was a 
“good” figure. Unofficial complaints 
from department heads have indi- 
cated that the President and the 
Budget Bureau have drastically cut 
present permanent and emergency 
expenditures. 

Bankhead at White House. 

Speaker Bankhead lunched with 
the President today and discussed 
the annual message to Congress 
and the delivery of the budget rec- 
ommendations. Congress will re- 
convene Wednesday and the Presi- 
dent will deliver in person his mes- 
sage on the “state of the Union” 
that day. Rooseveltt’s message will 
be given probably at 2 p. m. and 
will be broadcast. His budget mes- 
gage is scheduled to be sent up on 
Thursday, but whether the budget 
message can be sent to Congress 
Thursday, the President said, will 

depend on the public printer and 
the time available for a White 
House “seminar” for reporters who 
write about the message. 

This “seminar” is a two-hour ses- 
gion with the Presiden‘, who, aided 

by the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Budget Director, answers 
questions regarding various items 
in the estimates. 

The President declined to discuss 
his nominee for the Supreme Court 
to take the place of the ate Pierce 
Butler. He said this nomination, 
together with several for diplomatic 
posts, would be sent early in the 
session. He said he had not heard 
of the report that he might send 
an Ambassador to Berlin. 

Protestants and Peace. 

When a reporter asked him how 
several large Protestant denomina- 
tions not affiliated with the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches could co- 
operate in his peace proposals, the 
President took up a memorandum 
from his desk which said that the 
four largest non-affiliated groups 
were the Southern Baptists, mem- 
bership 4,800,000; Southern Presby- 
terians, membership 500,000? Lu- 
therans, membership 4,000,000, and 
Episcopalians, membership un- 
known at the White House. 

The Lutherans and Episcopalians, 
he explained, have a consultative 
arrangement with the Federal 
Council but if the leaders of any 
of the four churches or of smaller 
denominations wanted to discuss 
his peace proposals with him they 
would be welcome at the White 
House. He added, however, that 
he hoped that they would have the 
game objective of peace as Dr.

SWISS BAR NAZI, RED PAPER 


BERNE, Switzerland, Dec. 29 
(AP).—Two newspapers, the pro- 
Nazi Neue Basler Zeitung and the 
Communist Daily Freiheit, were 
barred yesterday by the Swiss Gen- 
eral Staff with the unanimous sup- 
port of a newspaper publishers’ 
committee. 

An official statement said both 
newspapers “continually com- 
promise Switzerland’s independence 
and neutrality by their attitudes.”

Louise Schneider, Who With Late 
Policeman-Husband Adopted and Reared 
Children, Tells of Ups and Downs. 


Mrs. Louise Schneider, a modern 
version of the old lady who lived

“After that 
we sort of dropped out, and let me 
tell you, times have been mighty 
hard. 

Mrs. Schneider at 59 is hard of 
hearing, and she spoke in a high- 
pitched drawl, audible in all cor- 
ners of the large ward. Most of

“Well, sir,” she continued, “when 
hubby died I had to scratch. The 
depression had set in and my boys 
couldn’t find any work.

Mrs. Schneider said all of her 
girls are now married. Several 
married boys in the family; all of 
these romances turned out fine ex- 
cept one. “One of my boys—the 
steamfitter—got to casting sheep’s 
eyes at one of the girls, and I could 
see right off that they weren't go- 
ing to make it go,” she said. “Their 
dispositions were just opposite. 
Well, sure enough, they separated 
and she married another of the 
boys in no time.” 

The four still at home range in 
age from 20 to 25. All the rest are 
living in the St. Louis area, work- 
ing at something or other. One 
is a carpenter, another a mechanic, 
and there are several clerks and 
laborers. None ever went to col- 
lege; some change jobs frequently, 
and occasionally they come back 
home for a while. 

“We've had our ups and downs 
in the last 40 years,” said Mrs. 
Schneider, “but the only things 
that bothers me now is, they won't 
let me out of this hospital. I told 
the doctor, ‘If you don’t let me out 
of here I’m going to send for Sergt. 
Joe Deathers, my hubby’s old pal. 
He'll come over and boy, won't he 
make things hum!’” 

Sergt. Schneider was known to 
thousands of St. Louisans who 
passed him daily at Twelfth and 
Locust streets. where he directed 
traffic prior to 1924. His skill in 


keeping the heavy flow of automo- 7 


biles free of snarls won him na- 
tional recognition and the title of 
“the human semaphore.” At the 
time of his death in 1930, Chief of 
Police Joseph Gerk referred to him 
as “an eager, ambitious and faith- 
ful officer,” and added “he was s0 
popular he received more Christmas 
presents than any six policemen to- 
gether in the city.”

“We hold no brief for the per- 
sons or interests concerned, but 
consider that a principle vital to 
the theater is here involved.” 

Petrillo’s action, enforced by a 
threat to call orchestras out of 
theaters, affected both George 
Whites “Scandals” and “The Man 
Who Came to Dinner,” in which 
references to Lewis ahd the CIO 
had to be deleted hastily. Produc- 
ers of “Helizapoppin” said similar 
lines would be eliminated before 
the show opened in Chicago. 

“Abe Lincoln in Illinois,” which 
naturally contains no mention of 
the current labor scene, is sched- 
uled to open in Chicago Jan. 8 for 
a run of three weeks.

Senator Norris Defends 
Program—Austin of Ver- 
mont Predicts Congress 
Will Amend Law. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP).— 
The struggle over the trade pact 
program opened in earnest yester- 
day when Representative Reed 
(Rep.), New York, issued a state- 
ment charging that the adminis- 
tration had chosen Joseph E. Da- 
vies as a “super lobbyist” to fight 
for the program dy holding 
“gorgeous and costly salons” and 
by exercising powers of “patronage, 
punishment and persuasion.” 

Reed referred to the fact that 
Davies, the Ambassador to Belgium 
and former envoy to Russia, has 


been appointed to new duties as a 
special assistant to Secretary of 
State Hull. 


He also accused the administra- 


tion of favoring “copper barons.” 
Noting that it had announced re- 
cently that the duty on copper 
would not be reduced in a pending 
trade pact with Chile, he said the 
conclusion seemed inescapable “that 
when the copper barons, who con- 
tribute so handsomely to the Dem- 
ocratic campaign fund, put the pres- 
sure on they are singled out for as- 
surances that their tariff schedules 
will not be disturbed.” 

Reed's denunciation was consid- 
ered a foretaste of the bitterness 
expected to develop on both sides 
when the administration presses for 
renewal of its power to negotiate, 
without the consent of the Senate, 
pacts which lower tariff barriers 
on a reciprocal basis. The power 
expires next June. 

Norris’ Argument. 

Senator Norris of Nebraska pre- 
dicted yesterday that public opin- 
ion would enable the administration 
to obtain extension of the power. 
He said he would “do his part” 
in the debates. 

Picking up a glass ash tray from 
his desk, he said: 

“Now, take this ash tray. You 
don’t know what tariff should be 
placed upon it to protect American 
labor and industry and at the same 
time prevent a monopoly that could 
injure the public. Neither do I, 
nor the majority of congressmen. 

“It requires an expert who has 
no self-interest in these matters to 
say what the import duty must be. 
The same is true of that desk iamp 
and nearly every other article here. 

“Why, I remember tariff debates 
under the old system when the Sen- 
ate argued about rubber nipples for 
babies’ bottles. I have heard duties 
urged on toothpicks as a means of 
helping agriculture.” 

Norris suggested that most mem- 
bers of Congress should actually be 
happy at a chance to avoid acting 
on subjects where “sectional bick- 
ering and interests” play an impor- 
fant part. 

Senator Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
said he was confident that Con- 
gress would amend the law to re- 
quire Senate ratification of trade 
agreements. 

Reed, in commenting on the ex- 
elusion of copper from the Chilean 
trade pact, said: 

Reed’s Criticism. 


“On behalf of American farmers 
and our millions of unemployed, 
distressed wage earners, I, for one, 
want to voice a vigorous protest 
against the discrimination apparent 
in this instance in favor of copper 
as against the agricultural and oth- 
er industries.” 

Quoting reports that Davies 
might be assigned to lead one wing 
of the forces defending the trade 
law, Reed said: 

„J insist that there are able farm 
and labor leaders in this country 
who could contribute much more of 
the American viewpoint, if drafted 
as advisors, than can Ambassador 
Davies. Apparently, however, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Secretary Hull 
want as their foreign trade expert 
and super congressional lol“ yist 
one who is thoroughly experienced 
and entirely sympathetic with the 
interests and viewpoint of foreign 
governments.” 

Reed, asserting that Davies had 
been well known for years as a 
“special leader” for foreign govern- 
ments, said the former envoy also 
had been a Democratic political 
manager who “reached the diplo- 
matic ranks after his somewhat 
rapid financial rise.” 

It is suggested from different 
sources, Reed's statement con- 
tinued, “that social activities will 
play a large part in Mr. Davies’ 
operations as the administration's 
super lobbyist for the extension of 
the reciprocal trade act. There is 
no question but that American 
farmers and working men are going 
to read with interest, if not with

BOND FUND DIVERTED 


Audit Report Says Millions 
Were Spent for Unauthor- 
ized Purposes. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 29 (AP) 
—Auditors charged yesterday mil- 
lions of dollars from Kansas City’s 
$32,000,000 10-year bond program 
were spent in an unauthorized man- 
ner during City Hall rule by the 
Pendergast machine. 

Last April 30, the report of the 
George Rossetter & Co. of Chicago 
said, $6,675,000 of the authorized 
bond issue remained unsold. In the 
fund, the auditors found $1,550,455, 
showing $24,774,545 of bond funds 
have been spent. To that must be 
added $3,085,117 in PWA grants 
and $14,182,099 in material and la- 


bor furnished by the WPA, making 
the total spent more than $41,000,- 
000. The bonds were voted in 1931. 


“Records of the city are, in many 
instances, entirely inadequate or 
non-existent, which ¢ondition has 
made it impossible to verify the ex- 
actness and propriety of a large 
number of transactions and has op- 
erated to conceal the nature and 
purpose of many expenditures,” said 
the report to the Citizens’ Audit 
Committee. 

$3,534,878 for Salaries. 


The auditors said $3,534,873 was 
paid out as “salaries and wages of 
city employes.” Another expendi- 
ture was $473,209 for “legal and ad- 
ministrative expense.” In those as 
in other items, recipients of bond 
funds were undisclosed dye to the 
incomplete data. 

Other expenditures which the 
auditors considered unrelated to 
purposes for which the bonds were 
voted included: 

$228,608 to City Manager’s emer- 
gency.fund under the late H. F. 
McElroy; $399,000 from trafficway 
bonds for purchase of City Hall 
site; $132,403 paid H. H. Halvorson 
for commissions on real estate pur- 
chases; $44,398 to reimburse Bur- 
lington Railroad for repair and 
maintenance of Hannibal bridge;

STUDIO TERRORIZED 
BY INTRUDER TRYING 
TO GET ON THE AIR 


Man Shouts Anti-Nazi Speech 
Into Dead Microphone at 
Fall River, Mass. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Dec. 29 
(AP).—Terrorizing a group of en- 
tertainers who were broadcasting 
a Portuguese hour, a man booked 
by police as Louis Bielecki, 30 years 
old, entered Radio Station WSAR 
last night and attempted to pro- 
test against Germany’s invasion of 
Poland.

Services at 10 A. M. Tomorrow for 
Retired City Fireman, 

The funeral of Julius Armstrong, 
retired city fireman, who died of a 
bronchial ailment Wednesday at 
his home, 5233 Maple avenue, will 
be held tomorrow morning at 10 
o’clock at the Stuart & Sons under- 
taking establishment, 1225 Union 
boulevard.

Mr. Armstrong, a Spanish-Amer- 
ican war veteran, retired from the 
fire department in 1930 after 23 
years of service.

The fuel, a coke-like material 
rocessed from Illinois coal, was 
ired in two “cannon ball” type 
heating stoves, a circulating heat- 
ing stove and a combination coal 
and gas cook stove. The tests were 
conducted at 110 South Twelfth 
boulevard by the Midwest Smoke- 
less Fuel Corporation, manufactur- 
er of the fuel. 

After the tests, Ford told a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch that 
the committee was investigating all 
suggestions of means of eliminating 
the smoke evil, and that he would 
report to the committee on the 
tests. 

“Committee in Earnest.” 


“The committee is going after 
this thing in eartiest,” he said. “We 
are going out to see for ourselves 
and we will follow up all suggeés- 
tions that seem to have merit.” 
The tests with the smokeless fuel, 
which retails at $7.15 a ton, were 
made to demonstrate that the fuel 
could be burned satisfactorily in 
the small home heating units, most 
of which are now fired with cheap- 
er grades of soft coal having high 
s moke-produoing qualities. 

A representative of the firm 
which manufactures the fuel ex- 
plained to Ford and White that 
proper firing would give an even 
and lasting heat. He said a ton 
of the smokeless fuel would pro- 


half of the cheaper bituminous 
coals, making little or no differ- 
ence in the ultimate costs. 
Handling of the Fuel. 

He said the stove should be filled 
to the firing door, the draft turned 
down and the damper almost 
closed. This, he explained, would 
prevent too rapid combustion and 
provide an even heat for hours. He 
increased the heat in the cook 
stove oven to about 400 degrees by 
opening the draft slightly. Many 
long flame coals of the. cheaper 
kinds cannot produce that much 
heat with that equipment, he said. 

The processing of the smokeless 
fuel known as Solarite and Car- 
bonite was explained in detail in 
a Post-Dispatch article three weeks 
ago. Two plants are now produc- 
ing about 140,000 tons a year. 

A proposal announced last March 
by Charles J. Colley, power en- 
gineer for the Monsanto Chemical 
Co., for an attack on the smoke 
problem by manufacturers and 
business and professional men in a 
private movement has deen 
dropped. Colley said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
the appointment of the Mayor’s 
Smoke Elimination Committee had 
made his group’s activity unneces- 
sary. The movement had contem- 
plated raising of a $50,000 fund by 
subscription to study processing of 
Illinois coal into a cheap smokeless 
fuel and financing of a municipally 
operated processing plant.~ These 
were among the first subjects sub- 
mitted to the Mayor’s committee.

FUNERAL OF DESINER, 
|B SHAFERMEYE 


Metal Craftsman, 68, Was 
Found Dying in His Shop 
Last Tuesday. 


Funeral services for Joseph B. 
Schafermeyer, designer and crafts- 
man in hand-wrought ornamental 
metals, who died suddenly Tues- 
day, were held today at the Witt 


Bros.’ mortuary, 2922 South Jeffer- 
gon avenue. 

Mr. Schafermeyer, who was 68 
years old, collapsed Christmas day 
in his dusty shop at 923 Franklin 
avenue, crammed with his stock of 
ornamental brass, copper and iron 
lamps, grills, andirons, hand-rails 
and hundreds of other pieces that 
were wrought by him or acquired 
as antiques for re-sale. 

He was not found until the next 
morning when an employe report- 
ed for work, and was taken to City 
Hospital, where he died of menin- 
gitis a few hours later. A nephew, 
Erich Schafermeyer, 3741 Tennes- 
gee avenue, who had called at the 
shop Christmas day to take him to 
dinner with relatives, found the 
door locked and went away. 

Mr. Schafermeyer, who estab- 
lished the Schafermeyer Iron 
Works on South Eight street, near 
Market, in 1896, was unmarried. At 
times he kept living quarters in 
connection with his shop and at 
other times he lived at downtown 
hotels. 

Born in Germany, where he 
learned his trade, he was joined in 
the business by his two brothers, 
Henry L., who died two years ago, 
and Frank G. Schafermeyer, who 
left the firm 10 years ago. To- 
gether they designed and wrought 
many of the huge entrance gates 
and lamps of residence yards and 
exclusive residence places in Comp- 
ton Heights and the West End. 
Many of the old wrought iron bal- 
conies and other metal work in old 
residences is also their craftsman- 
ship. 

With the emphasis passing on 
metal work in homes, and the 
growth of machine - fabricated 
metals, the business dwindled, but 
Joseph Schafermeyer kept to the 
old ways, and was hammering out 
ornamental metal at his forge to 
keep up his large stock, or to satis- 
fy a particular customer, until he 
died. 

In a conversation a few years 
ago with a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
curious about his varied stock, he 
said, “I just keep on making things. 
I like to. Somebody will come in 
and buy them some day.”

German-born Senta de Wanger, a 
key Government witness in the spy 
trials here last year, said yesterday 
that on a recent trip to Germany 
she had been held by the Gestapo 
for “several harrowing hours.” 
She asserted that United States 
Consul Edmund J. Dorsz at Singen, 
Germany, obtained her release but 
that before she crossed the frontier 
into Switzerland, secret police 
forced her to submit to a minute 
search of her belongings. 

She owned a liquor store at 
Hempstead, Long Island, a year 
ago when her testimony helped the 
Government to convict three men 
and a German shipboard hairdress- 
er of conspiring to sell United 
States military secrets to Nazi of- 
ficials. 

A naturalized United States citi- 
zen since 1935, Miss De Wanger 
said she obtained permission to 
enter Germany to visit relatives. 
After five weeks there she applied 
for a permit to leave the country, 
she continued, and was then sub- 
jected to questioning by Gestapo 
agents.

to Prevent Flyers’ “Bends” 


Finding Is of Immediate Use to Pilots in 
Meeting Bombing Raids in | 
European War. 


COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 29. (AP)— 


fare, discovery of a complete pre- 
ventive for the airplane “bends” 
that attack interceptor plane pilots, 
has been announced from the Mayo 


Clinic. 

The discovery, initiated and car- 
ried to completion all. within the 
last six weeks, was declared of im- 
mediate use to pilots in the Eu- 
ropean war, particularly under 
West front conditions and in meet- 
ing bombing raids over the North 
Sea. 

The announcement was made to 
the American Association for the 
advancement of science by W. Ran- 
dolph Lovelace II, Walter M. Booth- 
by and Capt. O. Benson, of the 
clinic. The association is meeting 
here, 

Airplane bends itself is something 
new. It was first reported recently 
by Capt. Harry G. Armstrong, of 
the Army Medical Corps, Wright 
Field, Dayton, O, 

This is literally the upside-down 
version of the deep sea bends. The 
air trouble doubles up the pilots 
with the same kind of cramps, but 
in addition plays other havoc, some- 
times causing cuick unconscious- 
ness, 

Divers’ bends come from nitro- 
gen bubbles, squeezed into the blood 
and tissues by the extra pressure 
of the depths, or of caissions. The 


plane pilot suffers in reverse. The 


air pressure around him drops 
faster than his internal pressure. 
The result is exactly the same in- 
ternal squeeze with appearance of 
nitrogen bubbles, 

In flying, however, this hazard 
is restricted mostly to pilots who 
have to rise very rapidly to 30,000 
feet altitude. That, the report says, 
is the lot of the European inter- 
ceptor fighters. The hazard is spe- 
cially great, the report states, 
around the North Sea, because the 
raiding planes can approach close

Six weeks ago the Mayo research 
workers got the idea that the bends 
might be prevented if, before take- 
off, a pilot’s body could be almost 
freed from nitrogen. Although 
nitrogen is about 80 per cent of the 
air breathed, it is not necessary to 
life and is, in fact, useless for any- 
thing except reducing the amount 
of oxygen breathed. 

They placed experienced pilots of 
the Northwest Airlines, Inc., in a 
compression chamber where the 
conditions of rapid ascent up to 40,- 
000 feet are completely simulated. 
Dr. Lovelace joined the pilots in 
being a guinea pig. 

It was discovered that by breath- 
ing 100 per cent pure oxygen long 
enough in advance, the human body 
could be freed of nitrogen, with no 
bad effects. Pilots in the chamber 
rose at nearly a mile a minute, 
which is considerably faster than 
any plane can do, No airplane 
bends developed. 


The problem remained how to get 
the nitrogen out of a fighting man 
quick enough. Two practical meth- 
ods were developed. One is con- 
tinuous breathing of pure oxygen 
for two hours, with the new Mayo 
mask which fits over the nose only, 
and does not interfere with sleep- 
ing, eating or anything except face 
washing. : 

The other, suitable for pilots who 
for any reason have not had their 
oxygen masks on for the two hours, 
is, to walk o- a treadmill at two 
to four miles an hour for 30 min- 
utes. 

With judicious use of these two 
preventive methods the physicians 
suggest that pilots can be kept in 
effective military readiness.

on 224 other projects,” Woodring 
reported. “Maintenance work was 
also carried out on 296 previously 
completed projects.” 

Among the channel improve- 
ments, Woodring emphasized those 
made to 30 rivers and harbors on 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts and 
the Great Lakes, the coastal in- 
land waterways system, and on the 
Mississippi, Ohio and Missouri 
rivers. 

Flood control measures in the 
Mississippi Valley, he said, had 
given unbroken protection for the 
last 12 years. 

“Never before has the alluvial 
valley enjoyed so long a time with- 
out destructive overflow occurring 
somewhere along the lower river,“ 
he said. This record is even more 
remarkable when it is recalled that 
during this 12-year period high 
waters on the main river have at 
many points reached stages higher 
tha never before recorded.” 

Summarized, the report thus list- 
ed a year’s progress on specific 
major rivers-harbors undertakings 
including:

HUS far the Dies committee has ac- 

complished approximately nothing, but 
there is, nevertheless, a really construc- 
tive work for such a committee to per- 
form. 

Let the committee cease its mad search 
for alibis and scapegoats for the short- 
comings of the present order of society. 
Instead of summoning every citizen who 
has an urge to call someone else a Com- 
munist, let the committee call before it 
every genuine Communist in the land. 

Let it diligently and honestly inquire 
into the causes that have attracted citi- 
zens to the Communist program. 

Having heard the complaints, the griev- 
ances and the criticisms that have caused 
citizens to place their faith in the Com- 
munist solution, let the committee honest- 
ly, realistically and energetically examine 
every condition or institution or practice 
complained of, in order to discover what- 
ever there may be of validity and merit 
in the charges. The committee would then 
be in a position to offer constructive pro- 
posals for the solution of the problem in- 
volved.

Missouri has nearly three times as many pension- 
ers in proportion to those of eligible age as New 
Hampshire and nearly twice as many as the hard-hit 
industrial State of Pennsylvania. And even in Penn- 
sylvania, it should be added, politics and pensions 
have marched hand in hand. 

There is no deep mystery as to why the pension 
rolls in Missouri have become so crowded and 
jamméd. It is not because poverty is more widespread 
in Missouri. Many states with a lower per capita 
wealth have relatively smaller rolls. It is because so 
many have been admitted to the rolls who have 
either resources in their own right or who have chil- 
dren or grandchildren able to support them. 

The Missouri Association for Social Welfare has 
issued some interesting statistics on this point. Of 
the 29,012 recipients added to the rolls in the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1938, only 6458 had received 
care or treatment from any private or public agency 
during the preceding two years. 

The remaining 22,554—well over three-fourths 
~—had had in the preceding two years (the asso- 
ciation’s report concludes) resources sufficient to 
meet such essentials as food, clothing, shelter, 
personal health needs and incidentals. In the 
majority of those cases, there had been no change 
in circumstances other than a reluctance on the 
part of children who formerly constituted a re- 
source to continue the responsibility. 


This, we think, is the key to the whole problem of 
excessive pension costs in Missouri. The principle 
of family responsibility has been disregarded. In 


law, we find the ratio of pensioners to those of 
eligible age to be only 142 per 1000. 

In December, 1937, Gov. Lloyd Stark announced a 
drive to eliminate “cheaters and chiselers” from the 
rolls. He gave orders for his new Social Security 
Administrator, George Haworth, to reinvestigate the 
rolls “rigorously, without favoritism.” 

In Boone County, 1607 of the 1630 persons of eligi- 
ble age had applied for pensions. Citing this as a 
horrible example, Gov. Stark said, “It is a disgrace 
to any individual who has an adequate income to 
permit his parents to receive pensions. It is unfair 
to the State and the taxpayers.” 

But the drive to purge the pension rolls never got 
far beyond the headline stage. Six months after 
these orders were given, the number of pensioners 
had decreased from 76,365 to 72,249. 

But the “purge” soon lost steam and the pension 
rolls began to grow by substantial leaps until now 
there are more pensioners than ever before—78,743.

the board of guardians of the fa- 
mous 5-year-olds. 

The Ontario Government must 
accept Dr. Dafoe’s resignation be- 
fore the decision will take effect, 
but informed sources said that the 
step was assured. Henri St. 
Jacques, lawyer for Oliva Dionne, 
father of the quintuplets, said the 
resignation would take place “about 
the middle of next month.” 

St. Jacques said an agreement 
had been reached recently“ be- 
tween Dionne and Dr. Dafoe under 
which the doctor would devote him- 
self to caring for the health of the 
quintuplets while “all suits brought 
by Dionne against Dr. Dafoe will 
be dropped.“ 


To Recommend Reunion. 


“Affairs of the quintuplets will 
be in the hands of Dionne, Judge 
J. A. Valin of North Bay, Ont., and 
Percy D. Wilson, as official guardi- 
ans,” he added. 

Government circles further said 
that, under the agreement consid- 
ered by the doctor and Dionne, Dr. 
Dafoe would recommend to the 
Government that the quintuplets be 
reunited with their parents and 
brothers and sisters. 

The little girls have lived in the 
Dafoe nursery, near the Dionne 
8 since they were three months 
old. 

It was understood that if the 
Government agreed to the reunſon, 
a home would be built for the fam- 
ily in the Callander district where 
the quintuplets were born May 28, 
1934, Building of the home might 
delay the reunion until 1941, it was 
said. 

More Authority for Father. 


St. Jacques said that whether the 
girls would “continue to live in their 
hospital or go to live with their 
family will be decided later, and in 
the meantime Dionne will have 
greater voice in the decisions ta be 
made for his children. 

Dionne, in Callander, commenting 
on word that Dr. Dafoe would rec- 
ommend the reunion, declared:

This is the best news 
we could ever have.”

But RKO’s 
quadruple threat man said “No.” 
He does not believe in commer- 
cial tieups—except at a price which 
was beyond the razor concern’s 
advertising budget. It was a rath- 
er startling figure he demanded 
but, then, Mr. Welles’ has always 
been a ng man and his 
beard was, to say the least, in the 
game class. 

It will be interesting to see how 
Hollywood will take to Welles 
when he is entirely beardless. His 
arrival in town, some months ago, 
silky whiskers flowing in the 
breeze, seemed to annoy the vil- 
lagers. People whq had never met 
the man began to take pot shots 
at him. Movie columnists were 
supplied with so-called laughable 
quips for days and the movie critic 
of The Barber’s Journal of the 
Golden West—every paper out here

HERDS no doubt that Welles is 
Ten extraordinary fellow.

He 
claims that he never was a child, 
but there are photographs extant to 
prove that he did not spring at the 
world full grown, as well as rec- 
ords to show that on May 6, 1915, he 
was born in Kenosha, Wis. 

He is not the only remarkable 
Welles. His father, Dick Welles, 
was the inventor of a picnic kit 
which was used by the Govern- 
ment during the first World War, 
a bicycle lamp, an automobile and 
a dishwasher that didn’t work. 
Welles, Sr., also had a race horse 
and a cigar named after him. Or- 
son’s mother was a pianist and a 
pretty good one. 

The senior Wel took his son, 
christened George Orson, traveling 
for three years after Mrs. Welles 
died, then sent him to school at 
Woodstock, III., when he was 11. 
That was where George Orson 
started acting. But he didn’t keep 
it up. His father wanted him to 
be an artist so, at the age of 15, 
he went to Ireland to paint. In- 
stead he walked into the Gate 
Theater, told the manager he had 
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forced, by hunger, to turn to writ- 
ing for the “pulps.” Then he went 
to Africa and “visited” at the home 
of a Riff chieftan long enough to 
write his Everybody's Shakes- 
peare.” Back in the United States 
again he found himself still un- 
wanted by the theater so he wrote 
a play about John Brown. Nobody 
bought it. Finally he met Thorn- 
ton Wilder, the author, who was 
mildly impressed and gave him a 
letter of introduction to Alexander 
Woollcott. Alex, in turn, sent him 
around to see Katharine Cornell. 

After the Cornell tour Welles 
went on the air. Then he and 
Houseman started the Mercury 
Theater and set the critics back on 
their heels. After the celebrated 
Mars broadcast, which sent the citi- 
zens of a good many Hastern states 
hiking for the hills, he was snared 
for the movies by RKO and here he 
is. 
Welles is a big man, well over six 
feet, and a bit on the pudgy side. 
Right now he’s dieting, eating only 
one steak at a time. But big as he 
is, he has a tender heart. He 
hates, as before mentioned, to fire 
his help, which is a very nice qual- 
ity.
